Major Andcrsou at "Washington. 


Col. Forney furniahea the following.inter- 


esting sketch of Major Anderson : 


Among all the lions now attracting the 


attention of strangers in and residents of 
Washington, and stimulating the curiosity 
of the outside world, Robert Anderson, as 
he called himself in his great dispatch to 
the Secretary of War after his gallant de- 
fense of Surater, Major of the First1 Artil- 
lery of the Army of the United States, has 
unquestionably awakened the most interest. 
I met him yesterday, and studied his char- 
acter from an earnest survey of llis appear? 
ance. • Robert Anderson is a singularly un- 
pretending man, of medium height, a coin- 
.plexion evidently bronzed by exposure and 
hard service, iron-gray hair, and slightly 
bald, a lace closely shaven,, a large blue- 
gray eye, deep set and overshadowed by a 
heavy eyebrow; thin, compressed lips ; title 
forehead ; his features long and fixed, in- 
dicating sell-reliance, composare of mind, 
and withal, wearing the semblance of the 
greatest benevolence. • He seemed to avoid 
observation, and to be somewhat oppressed 
with the knowledge that he was the center 
of it. . 


When I saw him he was in one of .the'de- 


partments and strolled from room to room 
with hands full of'papers, quietly humming 
an air, and evidently unconcerned aud sat- 
isfied that he had: done his duty. I should 
judge his years to be at least forty-five.— 
.Major Anderson has returned from Charles- 
ton more than ever impressed with the be- 
lief that but for the intervention of a super- 
intending Providence he could not have es- 
caped a sacrifice to the savage and unpro- 
volted attacks of the disunionists. 
Silent 


as he is and camibus in the utterance of his 
sentiments, he does not conceal his opinion 
that under the surface of their ostentatious 
courtesy those men bore to him, as the rep- 
resentative of a flag they feared because 
they had insulted it, a deep, implacable 
hatred. There is one opinion he does not 
hide, either from President or cabinet min- 
isters, and that is that the hand of God has 
been stretched forth to protect our Union, 
and save it from its adversaries. 
But for 


the unprovoked attack upon Suinter, the 
northern people would have been divided 
into factions. 
' 


The administration, penetrated with a 


profound sense of the inappreciable services 
of Anderson and his men, are ready to con- 
fer upon him any honor. 
The President 


would have gladly nominated him to one of 
the highest military appoiutmentin his gift, 
and it is believed that an oiler was made to 
him to go abroad for the purpose of restor- 
ing hid health, greatly shattered by his long 
captivity behind the battlements of Suinter.

TUG EFFECT OP CHAKOOAI, ox FLOWEKS. 


-—About a year ago I made a bargain fora 
rosebush of magnificent growth aud full of 
buds. I waited for them to bloom, and ex- 
pected roses worthy of such a plant, and of 
the praises bestowed upon it by the vender. 
At lenpth, when.it .bloomed all .my hopes 
were blasted. The flowers were of a laded 
color, and I discovered that I had only a 
middling mtiUiflora—stale color enough.— 
I then resolved to sacrifice it to some ex- 
periments which I had in view. My atten- 
tion hud beeu captivated with the effects of 
charcoal as stated in some English publica- 
tions. 
I then covered the earth in the .pot 


ju which my rosebush was, about, half an 
inch deep with pulverized charcoal. . Some 
days after I was astonished to see the roses 
which bloomed of as fine a lively ross color 
aa I could wish. I determined to repeat 
the experiment ; and, therefore, when the 
rosebush had done flowering, I took off .the 
c&arcoal and put fresh earth about the pots. 
You may conceive that i waited for the 
next spring impatiently to see the result of 
ibis experiment. 
; When it bloomed, the roses were, as at 
first pule and discolored ; but by applying 
the charcoal as before, the roses soon re- 
sumed their rosy, red color.. .I tried..the 
powdered charcoal likewise in large quan- 
tities upon, my petunias, and .found, that 
both the white and violet fiowera werealike 
sensible to its. action, Italwavsgave great 
vigor to the red or violet colors of the flow- 
ers, and the white petunias became covered 
with irregular spots of a bluish or almost 
black tint. Many, persons who; admired 
them thought them new. varieties from the 
seed. 
Yellow flowers are, as I have prov- 


ed, insensible to the influence of charcoal. 
—Paris Horticultural Review,

The following letter was sent by Lyon to 


Frost: 


HEAD QUARTERS II. S. TKOOPS, 


St. Louis, May 10. , 


Gen. 
JD. M. Frost -SirV" Your command 


is regarded as evidently hostile towards the 
government of the United States. . It is for 
the most part made up of those secession- 
ists who have openly avowed their hostility 
to the general government, and have been 
plotting for the seizure of its property and 
overthrow of its authority. You are open- 
ly in communication with the. so-called 
southern confederacy, which is now at war 
with the United .States, and you are receiv- 
ing at youc camp from said confederacy, 
and under its flag, large supplies of materi- 
als of war, most of which are known to be 
the property of the United States. 
These 


extraordinary preparations plainly indicate 
none other than the well-known purpose of 
the governor of this state, under wliosa or- 
ders you are acting, and whose purpose, re- 
cently communicated to the legislature, has 
just-been responded to by that body in a 
most unparalleled legislation,-having in di- 
rect view hostilities toward the general gov- 
ernment, and co-operation with its enemies. 


_In view of these considerations and your 


failure to disperse in obedience to the proc- 
lamation of the President, and of emi- 
nent necessity, state policy, welfare and 
and the obligations imposed upon me by 
instructions from Washington, make it my 
duty to demand, and I do herebv demand 
of you an immediate surrender of your com- 
mand, with no other condition than that all 
persons surrendering under this demand 
shall be humanely and kindly treated. Be- 
lieving myself prepared to enforce this de- 
mand, one-half hour's time will be allowed 
you for your compliance therewith-.

this letter was not received by him until bis 
camp was surrounded by United. States 
troops. He then replied that the encamp- 
ment was organized under the law of the 
State, simply organized for drilling volun-

Montgomery-is a pleasaut city. It has 


green peas, strawberries, gardens filled with 
(lowers, aud some very pleasant inhabit- 
ants. But by this rareboquot of attractions 
let no man allow himself to be sedticed, for 
to that city .belongs also an intolerably hot 
atmosphere. No man with northern lungs 
can live tbere. 
Having lived at Montgomery during all 


the excitement of the last eight months, I 
have at no time had reason to:fear any of 
that personal violence to which ono newly 
arrived from the north is almost necessarily 
exposed. To be sure I have"not gained 
this exemption without sc.me cost. I had 
learned to smile grimly.when the taking of 
Sumter was under discussion, to:conceal 
every twinkle of pleasure amid the general 
sorrow produced by the reinforcement of 
Port Pickens, and to exhibit no perceptible 
emotion even at the intelligence that the 
seventh regiment was cut .to hash. 


And perhaps, if the spirit was carried 


far enough, there would be no difficulty in 
any northerner passing a moderately short 
life, even in the capitolof the southern con- 
federacy. But within a week past more 
than usual energy has shown itself iu the 
self-constituted vigilance committee of the 
city, and men who have rived there for 
years, and whose property interests are one 
with those of the south, have been notified 
that it is the pleasure of the mob that the}' 
should leave. 


This fact, together with a desire, which 


has been growing in me ever sines the news 
came that the north had at length risen 
from the lethargy in which, for the past few 
months, it has seemed so unaccountably 
sunk, a desire to return decided me to post- 
pone my departure no longer. " So you 
are going to the north to fight "us," said a 
man to me as I bought my ticket. He was 
a captain of one of the volunteer, compa 
nies of the city, and being acquainted with 
one of our party, came on the cars with us. 


would confound with the settled and almost 
fierce spirit which now characterizes the 
people in the southern part of the State. 


The fact is, the people of this section, 


sympathizing with the border states, with 
whom thepititerest are common, only se- 
ceded practically two weeks ago. It was^ 
from a failure to appreciate this change of 
.sentiment that the friendly enthusiasm of 
our orator, Col. Todd, received a slight 
check. While volunteering an address at a 
small depot in the vicinity of Dalton, (no 
place was too small for his patriotism,) he 
so far deviated from all the previous repeti- 
tions of his speech as to express a hope that 
there were no " Union " men there. With 
all the sagacity which, as travelers and wri- 
ters of travel, we feel called upon to possess, 
we could not help sharing in some degree 
the astonishment of the speaker, when a 
bold man in the crowd shouted that " he 
was mistaken in that." Notwithstanding 
this, there is- no overlooking the fact that 
all this country is thoroughly pervaded with 
the spirit of civil war. 


At Chattanooga, we had a rest of half an 


hour and I fled from the depot in time to 
hear only the opening words of Col. Todd's 
dispatch concerning the massacre of the 
Seventh Regiment, but tbe crowd was large, 
and I fear he was guilty of much extem- 
porizing, for when I came back, just Ipelbre 
the train started, he had just reached the 
joke of the negro'regimeut. Onr train at 
'this point was filled with members of the 
legislature, which was to meet the nest day, 
at Nashville, to consider the question of the 
secession of the state. In all the discus- 
sions with which the cars were filled during 
the night, I could find no differences of 
opinion on the question of the action of the 
state. All admitted that it will go out, but 
perhaps with some delay. Behind me two 
army officers were discussing the military 
affairs of Tennessee. 
They complained 


that the state was without arms ; that even 
the drilled volunteer companies are provid- 
ed with nothing but old revolutionary mus- 
kets. But we are at 'Nashville, and I will 
stop—for the present.

the city with uniforms for newly-formed 
companies, some on their way from a visit 
at Pensacola, some officers hastening to 
prepare their companies for the journey to 
Washington. 


Just in front of me, an old man with a 


hatchet face and long white hair, combed 
carefully away from a narrow forehead, 
with whose name I afterwards became lu 
dicrously familiar, was talking loudly of the 
siege of Washington, and the constitution- 
al cowardice of Yankees. He proposed, in 
the style of one who is conscious that he 
is making a good joke, that a regiment of 
negroes be raised and placed in front of 
ihe southern army, and the Yankees are so 
fond of them, you. know, that they would 
not shoot at all. Now at-first this may 
not seem very laughable, but before the 
next afternoon I laughed to split my sides 
over it. At length I fell asleep and left 
him talking; but whenever, during the 
night, a sudden motion of the cars lifted 
me into a state of half consciousness, I 
heard the same sharp voice toiling on with 
a patience of energy which I learned after- 
wards to recognize as a characteristic of 
the man. 


We took breakfast at Atlanta. 1 have 


never been able to understand the grounds 
for the peculiar respect with which this 
town is regarded throughout the south.— 
To be sure the soil on which it is placed is 
red, the streets broken into pitfalls, and 
the buildings rough and scattered, but this 
is so far from being a proper ground for 
admiration, can be said of nearly every city 
in the gulf states ; and surely any one ac- 
customed to the growth of our northwest- 
ern ci.ies will find nothing worthy of aston- 
ishment in an increase of ten or twelve 
thousand inhabitants, in many years. We 
found here the same spirit of war with 
which the last few months at Montgomery 
has made us so familiar. 


A young man stood in the hotel with a 


book to take the names of those who had 
not yet joined themselves to a military, 
company; and as the morning papers 
proposed that any person who refused to 
enlist should be driven from thn city, I pre- 
sume he had no difficulty in filling his list. 
Before the starting of the-train, the people 
in the depot were addressed by Col. Todd 
of Missouri, .who proved to be my grey- 
headed traveling companion'of the night 
before. 
He assured the crowd that the 7th 


regiment had been cut to pieces; that the 
south would rise to a man against the 
north ;. that they could expect the sympa- 
thy and assistance of Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois. 
"Go on to battle with perfect 


confidence," said he, "a mere mob has de- 
feated the crack regiment of New York; 
the Yankees are cowards—shoot one and 
you can't catch the rest." 
He closed with 


the negro regiment joke. 


This is only a piece of a whole class of 


misrepresentations which for months past, 
have deceived and excited an unreading 
mob. At the next station we found twenty 
or thirty men, dressed in half regimentals, 
lonagingabout the depot,and with apparent- 
ly nothing to do but to wait for further or- 
ders. Papers were thrown out and eagerly 
caught up. All had the peculiarities com- 
mon to the soldiers of this country. They 
were men of small frame, unaccustomed, to 
labor, and restless under the restraints of 
the camp, but eager for excitement of every 
kind. 


At this station Col. Todd came out and 


read a dispatch which reliably announced 
the total destruction ot the 7th regiment. 
He assured them that Missouri was " all 
right," and closed with, the joke of the ne- 
gro regiment, which for some reason failed 
to produce here the happy effect "which all 
felt we had a right to expect for it. As we 
advanced further north, we were struck with 
a change iu the feelings of the people, that 
corresponded not unsingularly with the ap- 
pearance of the country. When we left 
Montgomery spring had already far advan- 
ced, 
tho season of blossoms was passed, and 


the leaves of the trees, fully grown, had al- 
ready begun to assume that hard bright 
varnish which indicates a long communion 
with the hottest rays of the sun. As we 
proceeded we inverted tha order of Nature, 
and lived over again the season ; the leaves 
grew smaller, and finally, in some cases in 
Tennessee, we pursued them back to the 
very bud. 


Among the inhabitants a similar change 


appeared. In Northern Georgia we found 
ourselves iu a state of feeling which we in 
the south had passed six months before.— 
Men wore coekades—a badge which had 
lost all significance in a community where

D. R. Spooner and M. P. Farnham, report- 
ed the following resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted : 


WE, the citiiens of-Johnstown, assem- 


bled to de'vise measures to sustain the gov- 
ernment of these United Slates, in its strug- 
gle with the enemies who seek its overthrow, 
Resolve— 


1. That there is something for us to do 


in this struggle, and wo are rysolvud to doil:. 


2. That we here pledge ovrselves to our 


country to sustain its free and glorious in- 
stitutions, with ourselves if necessary, with 
our money, our wheat, and our pork, until 
the. Hag of our Union again waves over our 
whole country, and rcljeil on is put down 
and traitors punished. 


3. Believing that our women have not 


forgotten the lessons taught them by their 
mothers of the revolution, we call upon 
them to show their patriotism by preparing 
bandages and lint for the wounded, and in 
such other ways as their good judgment will 
dictate. 


<t. We will hearlily co-operate with ths 


Rock county Union and Relief Society, and 
will furnish our quota of means to support 
the families of volunteers iu their absence, 
and in the event of their death. 


5. That there bo a committee of one
